[Text] The base at Bouar, in the CAR [Central African Republic], has as of now 
become the main garrison of the French army in Central and West Africa since the 
decision, made last week at the Elysee, to reinforce the overseas presence, 


Today there are 830 men at Bouar, which is the French base closest to the border 
between the CAR and Chad. This support facility for the French peace-keeping 
forces has a 1700-meter airstrip approximately 1100 meters above sea level, capable 
of receiving Transall transport planes but not the Jaguar or Mi.cge combat aircraft. 


The French units at Bouar are capable of activating a squadron of light armored 
cars, Milan antitank missiles and a section of 120-mm heavy mortars. 


To these 830 men garrisoned at Bouar must be added 540 others in Bangui, capital 

of the CAR. Excluding the French forces in the Republic of Djibouti, i.e. some 
3800 men of which 2500 are in the ground forces alone, the CAR is the country which 
has accepted the greatest number of French military. 


There are, as a matter of fact, approximately 1100 men in Senegal, 600 in Gabon and 
430 in Ivory Coast. These troops include ground and air force detachments.

ELF REPRESENTATIVE IN KUWAIT DISCUSSES NATIONAL UNITY, PROBLEMS WITH EPLF 
Kuwait AL-RA'Y AL-'AMM in Arabic 25 Dec 80 p 10

[Text] Upon his return from Damascus where he attended a conference held by the 
foreign relations office of the Eritrean Liberation Front [ELP], AL-RA'Y AL~'AMM 
met with Mr ‘Ali Muhammad Salih, the ELP representative in Kuwait, to discuss the 
highlights of the conference, particularly the dispute tha: arose with the 
Eritrean Popular Liberation Front [EPL/"] and the rapprochement that occurred 
among the popular forces. 


[Question] What were the most important matters discussed at the conference, and 
what were the recommendations adopted? 


[Answer] This conference was held at a critical and dangerous phase, during which 
the Eritrean revolution was exposed to local and international conspiracies, For 
this reason, the conference was attended by ELF representatives from abroad and 
also by representatives of the people's organizations as observers, as well as 

the following fighters and members of the ELF executive committee: ‘Abdallah 
Sulayman ‘Abdallah, head of the foreign relations office and ‘Abdallah Idris 
Muhammad, head of the military office. The conference was chaired by fighter 
Ahmad Muhammad Nasir, head of the front's revolutionary council and executive 
committee. 


The international situation and the international stand on the Eritrean problem 
and political activities of the previous phase were discussed at the conference. 


After an elaborate discussion and an extensive analysis of most cases, the 
participants came up with recommendations and suggestions for the future phase 
of our political and diplomatic activities to face the policies practiced by the 
Eritrean regime, and aimed at engulfing the Eritrean revolution politically 

and diplomatically after it failed to counter it militarily. An informational 
policy was also planned to be in keeping with the phase the Eritrean revo! tion 
is currently undergoing, because the enemy's informational systems and those 
assisting him are trying to deface the Eritrean revolution and particularly the 
ELF's positions. 
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The participants emphasized that the Arab nation, governments and people, ia the 
basic source of political and economic support to the Eritrean revolution. This 

is by virtue of their common historic and cultural relations and connections which 
tie Eritrea with the Arab nation. Due to the importance of this particular 
relationship, the participants found it necessary to strengthen it, ae the Arab 
countries, regardless of their size, have been offering their assistance since 

the beginning of the struggle. The participants aleo called for working to develop 
Arab assistance to face the Ethiopian enemy that receives huge economic and 
military assietances from ite friends, 


The conference also set up a program for political initiatives in the African 
continent, Burope, and North America to gain support for the Eritrean people's 
atruggle, explaining the constitutional character and the independent historic 
background of the Eritrean people, 


National Unity 
[Question] Did you discuss national unity? What wae the result? 


[Anewer] With regard to national unity, which is considered the basic objective 
in our people's struggle, the participants gave a lot of attention to the 
discussion of unity, which dominated all the meetings. Unity was discussed since 
the split that occurred in 1970 and the efforts of the ELF to encircle it and deal 
with it, beginning with the meeting in Khartoum with the popular liberation forces 
in 1975; discussing the 20 October 1977 agreement with the EPLF and the meetings 
held by the joint political leadership which represents the ELF and the EPLF in 
order to implement the conditions of the 20 October agreements. We then dis- 
cussed the impediments placed by the EPLF which culminated in their treacherous 
attack [in cooperation with the outside forces of the Tigre People's Liberation 
Front (TPLF)] on our secure rear positions. 


[Question] What was your position in relation to the assault that the EPLF made 
despite its being your ally? 


[Answer] The participants condemned the military antagonistic action it took and 
is taking in coope:ation with foreign elements of the NFLT. They also convicted 
the EPLF and ite .ighting forces of hindering the unity of the Eritrean revolution 
and ite fighting forces by military maneuvers, antagonistic policies, trickery, 
schemes, and the sanner in which they dealt with the ELF in the past. On the 
other hand, the porticipants emphasized the continuing rapid and serious efforts 
of the ELF toward achieving unity with the various groups of the Eritrean 
revolution based on one national, democratic organization and one liberation 
strategy.

[Question] There was some initiative on the part of the ELF to meet with the 
popular liberation forces. What happened in relation to that? 


[Answer] The ELF, due to its historic responsibility was always the first to 
call for a unified battlefront among the Eritrean revolutionary groups, Based 
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this concept, the ELF called for a dialogue with both sides of the popular 
liberation forces, We had favorable reactions from the part of the popular 
liberation forces represented by ‘Uthman Salih Sabbe. Discussion committees 
were formed on both sides and they reached a joint concept of unity. We are now 
awaiting the final reply of their leadership to thie initiative. 


[Question] Are there efforts for a peaceful settlement to the Eritrean problem, 
particularly after the EPLF presented its seven-point proposal’? 


|Anewer) After the Darqi regime took over from Haile-Selasei's government, the 
Britrean revolution proposed a serious initiative for a peaceful settlement of 
the struggle between Eritrea and Ethiopia through negotiations without pre- 
conditions. But the regime did not accept the initiative; inetead, it held the 
“red march" aimed at destroying the Eritrean revolution, However, these 
demonstrations did not achieve the regime's antagonistic objectives. On the 
contrary, they made the Ethiopian forces prisoners within the cities, always 
exposed to concentrated and heavy attacks by the fighters. 


As for the proposal of the EPLF related to conducting a plebescite of the 
Eritrean people, this proposal is in complete contradiction of what the Eritrean 
revolution adopted in relation to negotiations with Ethiopia. 


This proposal completely denies that the Eritrean revolution represents the 
Eritrean people's aspirations for national independence. 


The ELF refuses the EPLF's proposal, because it does not represent our people's 
aspirations. All the groups of the Ethiopian revolution should have a unified 
proposal, a unified view, and a unified delegation representing the Eritrean 
revolution in any attempts to negotiate with the Ethiopian regime.

[interview with Jean Dromer, chairman of the ACP [African, Caribbean and Pacific 
countries (associated with the EBC)) committee of the CNPF [National Council of 
French Employers], by Charles Minko Mbele, conducted at headquarters of the 
CNPF in Nov-Dec] 


[Excerpts] From 25 November to 2 December, the Gabonese Economic Fair was 
held in Paris and three provincial cities (Lyon, Bordeaux and 
Nantes). The purpose of the event was to interest French investors 
in Gabonese resources so that they would invest in our country 
more. Our of the 33 projects presented by Gabon, 23 were approved 
by French industrialists. A few days before the closing of the 
event at the headquarters of the National Council of French Em- 
ployers, a closing marked by the lecture delivered by Etienne 
Moussirou, Gabonese minister of industrial development, L'UNLON 
met with Jean Dromer, chairman of the ACP committee of the CNPF, 
who told us the following: 


[Question] Mr Chairman, France and Gabon have had political, economic and cultural 
relations for over a century. Since the proclamation of Gabon's independence 

20 years ago, many French companies have been established in that country. Now 
that the Gabonese Economic Fair has been organized in order to attract French in- 
vestors, what importance do they attribute to the event’? 


{[Anewer) I believe that the French investors attribute a great deal of importance 
to the event because over 450 persons participated in these French-Gabonese days. 
There were many individual meetings, private contacts in the provinces, different 
meetings with the members of the Gabonese delegation and bilateral contacts between 
Gabonese and French businessmen. 


[Question] Could one say that these economic days constitute a prelude to a new 
orientation of French investments in Gabon? 


[Answer] I believe that if one can speak about a new orientation of French invest- 
ments in Gabon, it is perhaps insofar as Gabon has just in recent years experienced 
a period of economic rehabilitation and recovery under President Bongo. From that 
standpoint, there is perhaps a new departure for French investments in Gabon. 
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[Question] Other African nations have organised economic faire in France well 
before Gabon, I am thinking about Morocco, Togo, the Ivory Coast and Cameroon, 

It would appear that following these events, there have not been concrete resulte, 
In what way are the Gabonese days original and can we expect a real increase in 
French investments in Gabon? 


[Anewer) I truly believe that one can expect an increase in French investments 

in Gabon. I just mentioned that there were 23 projects that were specifically 
active, This is a very large investment. These projects involve jobs, financing, 
an investment and a substantial transfer of technology and will aleo represent 

a better mutual understanding between the two countries. 


[Question] Mr Chairman, what suggestions could you make for future French investors 
and for Gabonese economic officials eo that their action will be coordinated’ 


|Anewer|] What I can say firet of all concerns France. France must realize that 
Gabon is a young country that is developing with great vigor. It is a country 
that can have balance and proportion under the authority of President Bongo, who 
has had the courage to face a disturbing economic situation which he has mastered 
with strength and determination. From thie standpoint, this is a new and somewhat 
political element regarding investments in Gabon. Regarding Gabon, there must 

be a little more speed on the administrative level so that important dossiers do 
not take too long and so that people do not have the impression of becoming bogged 
down. I know that this problem is not peculiar to Gabon alone. France also has 
a poor administrative circuit, but this is a piece of advice that I would give to 
Gabon.

The school 
for party leaders needs adequate structures even more than it has in the past, 

he emphasized. As a result, a team of North Korean technical experts will soon go 
to Libreville to update technical and site studies that have been ready for 2 years, 
the ambassador said. The school will be built on a 2.4—hectare site previously 
reserved for the Salt Water Spa Center near the toll plaza on the Cape Esterias 
road. 


The project provides that North Korea will donate technical materials and equip- 
ment and send technicians and skilled workers to do the work. For its part, Gabon 
will supply the information needed to complete the project and local materials. 


During the meeting yesterday, Minister Bongo informed the North Korean ambassador 
of the determination of Gabonese authorities to increase the capacity of the 
school, initially planned for 200 students.

There had been complaints made to the

This, he noted, was contradictory to the 
PRC Government's stride to ensure a more 
fully life for the masses by doing away 
with such things as profiteerings, exploi- 
tation, corruption, gong others.

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PAPER REPORTS TRIALS FOR 'ESPIONAGE', PLOT AGAINST STATE 


Acquittal of Espionage Charge 


Tananarive MADAGASCAR-MATIN in French 22 Dec 80 pp 1, 2, 8 





[Text] Three foreigners accused of espionage were acquitted on Friday [19 December] 
by the criminal court at Anosy (see our edition of 20 December). Here is a picture 
of what happened at this major trial. 


Before the court Walter Kierlheinz Markl outlined his odyssey, always insisting on 
the fact that he had no intention of coming to Madagascar: "The accident occurred 
in the middle of the night when the sea was very rough. We were obliged to get 

to the nearest coast as quickly as possible," he added. 


"Why didn't you send an SOS," asked the president of the court. 
"We did so, but it was in vain, because there was no further light on board.” 


An architect by profession, Markl took part in the construction of the Holiday Inn 
at Nosy-Be and, consequently, had many acquaintances in Madagascar. In the course 
of the trial the accused always rejected the accusation against him, according to 
which his adventure at sea allegedly masked dark designs aiming at plotting against 
the domestic security of the state of Madagascar. 


Regarding papers in his possession, Markl indicated that he obtained a visa for 
Madagascar at the Consulate of Madagascar in Vienna (Austria) because, although his 
initial destination was Moroni, he nevertheless intended to spend a few days' vacation 
at Nosy-Be. 


There were many contradictions in Markl's testimony. He said he had seen Lachman in 
Johannesburg and arranged <©o meet him at Nosy-Be, although Lachman remained at 
Tananarive to arrange his visitors’ papers with him. 


Regarding certian dubious objects found on board the sailboat during its inspection, 
Markl explained that these were weapons for use against sharks in the course of under- 
water fishing. He also added that the boat belonged to him and that he had bought 

it in Switzerland. 


The prosecutor intervened to state that the testimony of Manuel [presumably Mark1] 
at the Directorate General of Investigations and Documentation [DGID] and before the 
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court was a tisaue of lies, The prosecutor said, "I ask you to tell usa just a dosen 
of these lies.” The accused replied that he waa not fully in control of himself at 
the time of the arrest, because he did not expect in any way that this vacation trip 
would end in such 4 serious accusation, 


The prosecutor alao noted the disappearance of the ship's log, which was very impor- 
tant in order to know exactly what the accused had done on board, 


"Why did you put to sea in a sailboat when you were convalescing from an illness," 
asked the prosecutor, “Wouldn't a trip by plane have been more beneficial for you?" 


"Operating a sailboat is not hard work, Mr Prosecutor, and therefore it is quite 
suitable to someone convalescing from an illness. Regarding thie kind of trip, it 

is a matter of established preference, even though the trip by boat lasts longer than 
a trip by plane." 


The prosecutor continued: “Explain why you had on board the sailboat British, French, 
Malagasy, Mauritius, and Seychelles flags." 


The accused replied: "Because international custome regarding maritime navigation 
require the raising of the flag of the country visited as soon as one reaches its 
shores, 48 a matter of courtesy." 


"And why did you put the flags in a nylon bag--as if they were being hidden," asked 
the prosecutor. 


In effect, the accused had difficulty in responding to the avalanche of questions 
raised from time to time by the court. 


Kentsides Konstantin, known as Kony, followed Markl in testifying. The presiding 
judge asked him how he had made Markl's acquaintance and exactly where they wanted 
to go. 


Kony replied: “Every 2 years the company where I work sends some people to partici- 
pate in an international seminar for a week. On the occasion of such a trip one can 
also visit one's relatives. Markl and I agreed, while in Germany, to make the trip 

together, that is, to Tanzania, Kenya, and to Switzerland." 


The accused also stated that he was afraid while on board the sailboat bacause he 
was not accustomed to traveling that way. He said he was not able to help Markl when 
the accident occurred, because he did not know anything about engines. 


The presiding judge asked: "Were you present during the search of the sailboat? 
What did you think of the underwater rifle?" 


Kony replied: "Yes, I was present during the search, but I didn't know anything about 
the underwater rifle.” 


The judge continued: “The time you had available was relatively short. Why did you 
decide to travel on a boat and not on a plane?" 


Kony answered: "This was a matter of taste." 
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The judge asked: "Did you apeak of the political regime in Madagascar? Especially 
when you were in Johannesburg?" 


Kony replied: "No, I don't know much about this country, and I am not interested in 
politica," 


The judge commented: "It is astonishing that people who would like to visit a given 
country do not even speak of that country when they are preparing for their trip." 


Kony said that he and Markl had spoken of their respective childhoods at the time 
they firat met. 


When hie turn came, Roland Lachman, an insurance adjuster, who was born in the Ger~- 
man Democratic Republic, moved to the Federal Republic of Germany for political 
reasons, and then went to South Africa, told the court that he knew nothing of the 
political regime in Madgascar. Throughout his testimony he insisted on knowing the 
reason for his arrest. He also stated that he had decided to leave the German Dem- 
ocratic Republic, “because I had had enough, with 2 years in prison for nothing at 
all." He added: “When | was in Hungary, I told the Hungarian authorities that I 
wanted to go to the Austrian border. A simple matter like that led to my extradi- 
tion to the German Democratic Republic, and I was soon thrown into prison." 


For professional reasons Lachman chose South African nationality in order to be able 
to live there. He arrived in Tananarive on 11 September 1979, holding a short-term 
visa. Kept there by his work, he said, he was not able to meet Markl and Kony on 
board the sailboat. The prosecutor recalled to him the remarks he shouted when he 
was detained by the DGID: "Never say that we came from Johannesburg or from the 
GDR." The prosecutor asked: "Why did you say that?" 





Lachman replied: "Because I was so frightened. I thought that I was being 'kidnapped.'" 


He was also reminded that he had sent a telex message from Reunion to announce his 
arrival at Tananarive. "What did this telex mean? To whom did you send this telex?", 
the prosecutor asked. 


Lachman answered: "I sent this telex to Air Madagascar to ask them to inform Markl 
of my prospective arrival in Madagascar." 


The prosecutor said: “That's a lie. Markl and Kony came to Madagascar accidentally. 
Why did you send a telex to people who were not planning to visit the country? The 
sending of the telex proves that the trip of the three accused to Madagascar was 
specifically planned with the intention of gaining objectives which have not been 
admitted." 


An inspector from Air Madagascar explained during his testimony that he had been in 
contact with the DCID when the company received the telex so that Lachman would 

be arrested by the Madagascar authorities. Lachman also said he was afraid of being 
extradited again to the GDR and that he did not want to go through the same treatment 
there as on the previous occasion. 


Another witness (employed by the DGID) explained that Lachman had even offered his 
services in providing information about the GDR if the Madagascar authorities would 
release him. 
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The presiding judge asked Lachman: "Why did you say that there were |1 persons who 
organized this ‘'trip' to Madagascar?" Lachman replied: “I want to know the reason 
for my arrest. I was not fully in possession of myself at that time." 


Defense attorney Ravony opposed the teatimony of the DGID agent for the simple reason 
that he wrote the report and therefore had nothing new to provide the court. Regard- 
ing the prosecutor, he considered that his teatimony was necessary, even for purposes 
of information, “because it was the DGID agent who told Air Madagascar to tell Lachman 
that there is a person who could put him in contact with Markl." 


The defense attorney asked: "Was Lachman out of his mind when he shouted at the 
DGD?" 


"No," anawered the DGID agent. 
The court session held a brief recess from 2040 to 2050. 
A Brilliant Summing Up 


In a brilliant summing up which lasted more than 40 minutes, the prosecutor, Samuel 
Rajaona, carefully exposed the lies of the accused, while proving very capably that 
the accident which occurred to the sailboat was of a dubious nature. He also stated 
that the sending of the telex message for Markl was another undeniable proof of the 
existence of a plot. He said: “Lachman thought that everything was going well in 
Tananarive. That is why he sent the telex for Markl. There have been too many lies 
in the statements of the accused. They have done everything they could to hide where 
they came from and where they were going. For example, one of them said, ‘Don't say 
that we have come from Johannesburg.' How did the accused get to know each other? 
Two of them had their papers in order; how were they able to do this? They met in 
Johannesburg to prepare their plan. The disappearance of the log was already evidence 
that something was wrong, for the police, the investigators, and the court had no 
interest in making it disappear." 


The prosecutor continued: "The expert witness has prepared a very precise and detailed 
report on the accident. It appears from this report that the accident occurred on 
the high seas but not near a beach. A good dozen lies have been contradicted by un- 
deniable evidence. If the accused had been allowed to go free, they would have 

been caught in the act of committing a crime, but we didn't want it to happen that 
way. That is why their attempts to plot or to act against the internal security of 
the state did not succeed. If we really wanted to have someone arrested, we could 
have followed them closely to see what they do. But we didn't do that. We chose 
another way, that is, the course of vigilance, which consists in avoiding the worst." 
The prosecutor also underlined the participation of the Fokonolona in the prevention 
of the attempts at crime by the accused. He said: "We are not going to ask for 
acquittal pure and simple for them, but at the most an acquittal giving them the 
benefit of the doubt for reasons which we have just set out.” 


The Defense 
Defense attorney Hamek, who defended Kentsides Konstantin, also known as Kony, and 


Roland Lachman, spoke in explanation of the fact that Madagascar is an island. There- 
fore, it is not astonishing that there should be boats which are shipwrecked or 
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which break down along our coasts. He cited many cases of boatea which were forced 
to take refuge involuntarily by reason of force majeure, including the case of the 
accused, 


Hamek coritaued: “They had no intention of coming to Madagascar. Their boat stranded 
not far ‘rom the mouth of the Teiribihina River. It ia quite normal and in conform 
ity wi'n international conventions relative to maritime navigation if they urgently 
sough. refuge. Their route left no room for doubt in view of the atrong current all 
alon, the Mogambique Channel, which reportedly caused the accident. Markl, who 
worled on the construction of the Holiday lan, knew Madagascar well and had many 
friends and acquaintances here. According to him, he thought he wae eatill far from 
the Madagascar coast, whereas he was already very near the mouth of the Teiribihina 
River, because of the darkness, which was complete that night. The damage to the 
boat did not take place on the high seas but very near our coast, due to the reef 
which seems to characterize the Mozambique Channel. The fact that the accused had 

to present themselves to the authorities to regularize their situation proves, he 
said, that they had no wrongful intention. Kenteides is criticized for having entered 
Madagascar without regular papers. It is customary to give certain persons in trans~ 
it a short-term visa when they find themselves involuntarily in a given country. 
Cases are numerous to support such an argument.” Defense attorney Hamek asked for 
pure and simple acquittal of his clients and insisted on the restitution of the sail- 
boat and its motor, which is being held at the SECREN in Antisiranana, as well as 

the return of the objects found on board the boat at the time of the search. 





Defense attorney Francisque Ravony drew the attention of the court to the provisions 
of the articles of the Penal Code concerning plotting and carrying out acts against 
the internal and external security of the state. He said: “These articles cannot 

be applied to Mark! because at no time was he in contact with foreign intelligence 
agencies, nor did he incite members of the armed forces to betray the country." He 
thanked the prosecutor for having studied the statements of the accused in detail 
during the preliminary inquiry. He said: "The prosecutor has just recommended 
acquittal, giving the accused the benefit of the doubt. However, | ask for acquittal 
pure and simple because the prosecution has not been able to present irrefutable proof 
that the accused have committed the crimes of which they are accused. In a political 
tribunal," he added, “often it is the statements made in the course of the prelimin- 
ary inquiry which count for a great deal. However, this is not the case here. 

Where is the evidence that they had the intention to make war break out, to corrupt 
the military authorities by involving them with foreign intelligence agencies? I 
recognize that they have told lies or hidden where they came from. However, this is 
not evidence to prove a plot or action against the security of the state." 


The prosecutor again spoke to explain that the authorities had seized nothing at all 
and therefore had nothing to restore to the accused. 


The court then handed down the verdict which we have already published, that is 
acquittal, pure and simple. 


Second Court Case 
Tananarive MADAGASCAR-MATIN in French 22 Dec 80 pp 1, 5 


[Text] Another court case involving an alleged plot or act against the internal and 
external security of the state, in which five foreigners of different national 
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origina are involved, wae heard on Saturday [20 December) by the criminal court of 
Tananarive, presided over by Mme Julie Rakotoarisoa, with the prosecutor general, 
Prosper Andrianoely, appearing for the state, 


Here ia the list of the accused: Milan Knegic, aleo known as Claudio Gerane, alias 
Kristo Marino, born on 14 April 1952 in Semenevei Kor] Kuprene (Yugoslavia), a journa- 
liat by profession and of Yugoslav nationality; Dimitrov Valev Dimitar, called Moni, 
born on 20 November 1957 in Briarvoiambol (Bulgaria), an automobile mechanic, of 
Bulgarian nationality; Julienne Rafarasoa, born in 1952 in Itampolo, in the 
Firaisampokontany of Dudit, in the Fivondronana of Ampanihy, single, of Malagasy 
nationality; Kurt Peter Ressle, born on 15 April 1945 in Sentkirch, Prefecture of 
Maegen (Federal Republic of Germany), of Weat German nationality; Dinh Van 
Rakotondragafy, born on 27 July 1949 in Anteirable, the son of Dinh Van and Uraule 
Razafindrafara, of Malagasy nationality; Giovanni Stanta, born on 18 March 1933 

in Merna (italy), a priest living in Soavimbahoaka (Tananarive), of Italian nation- 
ality; and Gravgard Evald Yens Kondradsen, born on 30 July 1949 in Vibord (Denmark), 
of Danish nationality, a ship captain (absent from the court session). 


These individuals were accused of actions or plots against the internal and external 
security of the state, of complicity in such actions, of irregular entry into 
Madagascar, of abuse of confidence, of commercial fraud in writing, of fraud in the 
handling of foodstuffs, of corruption of government officials, and of possessing weap- 
ons without authorization. 


Clandestine Passengers 


Sought by the French Police, Milan Knezic and Dimitrov Valev Dimitar left Paris by 
means of subterfuges and went to Marseille, where they went on board a Norwegian ves- 
sel, the Oslofjord, which at the time they boarded it was leaving France bound for 
Reunion first, then Mauritius, and finally Madagascar. 


It was only after the ship was well at sea that these two individuals presented them- 
selves to the captain of the Oslofjord. As stowaways they pretended that they did 
not know the destination of the ship at the time they went on board. In Reunion 

the two "passengers" were kept on board because, according to them, Reunion is a 
French department, and going ashore in Reunion meant giving themselves up to the 
French aithorities. 


However, it turns out that information furnished by the French Embassy in Tananarive 
indicates that these two men were able to disembark even so in Reunion on 4 March 1978 
and that the French authorities put them back on the Oslofjord on 7 March 1978. They 
had intended to stop off at Mauritius, but, according to them, the police authorities 
there prevented them. Thus it was that when the Oslofjord arrived at the port of 
Toamasina on 10 March 1978 at 0230, Knezic and Dimitar, completely without identity 
documents, immediately left the ship, crossed the dock without difficulty, and reached 
the railroad station of Manangareza, where they met Dinh Van Rakotondrazafy. After 
exchanging greetings the three took their places on the train which connects 

Toamasina with Tananarive. When they to to Soanierana, they took a bus to the vicin- 
ity of the "Garden City" north of Befelatanana. From there they again took a bus 

to go to the rural taxi station at Anosibe.

From Anteirabe to lLhoay 


They spent the night in the rural taxi which was to transport them on the following 
day to Antairabe to visit a relative of Dinh Van. From there they took another 
rural taxi to go to Fianaranteoa. In the provincial capital of Beteaileo they looked 
for another vehicle to traneport them to Lhosy. At Ihosay they met a Protestant min- 
ister who gave them directions to the Catholic church, where they met a priest named 
Ivan Giovanni Stanta, a compatriot of Milan Knegzgic, who gave them a place to stay 
for the night. They had a real celebration there, drinking "toaka" and listening 

to the religious music of their country. They also spoke of Yugoslavia and of other 
things. At the time of their departure from Lhoay the priest paid for the trip and 
gave them a postcard showing a view of the Madagascar countryside. The photograph 
on this postcard is that of a mountain, more precisely a rocky mountain, which could 
very well be a place to hide arms. In the company of Ivan Giovanni Stanta the offi- 
ciale undertaking the preliminary inquiry searched the place in the photograph, but 
their investigation brought only a negative result. 





Speara Found Among the Religious 


In the course of the interrogation of Ivan Stanta, the priest, the searchers found 
in his house about 40 spears. This priest also put in writing his deliberate inten- 
tion of bribing the leader of the investigation, during his hearing at the DGID, in 
order “to save his priestly position,” to use his own words. 


It should be made clear that both before and during the inquiry into this affair there 
were rumors circulating that arms intended for an attack on Madagascar by domestic 
reactionaries, aided by foreign elements, were hidden somewhere on the island. 


Provided with the postcard offered to them by the Catholic priest, Ivan Stanta, Knezic 
and Dimitar therefore proceeded to Toliara, where they were received by French collab- 
orators. They had a quarrel there, according to their own version of events. Dimi- 
tar left Toliara to return to Toamasina. One or 2 days after the departure of 

his friend, Milan Knezic in turn left that city to go to Tananarive. 


According to Knezic and Dimitar, the most important thing to do was to leave Madagas- 
car as quickly as possible. They also said this to Rakotondrazafy when they were 
traveling together on the same train. This is why Rakotondrazafy sent them to Toliara. 
While at Toliara, Knezic and Dimitar do not seem to have done anything because, 
according to their statements to the police, they had a difference of opinion. 


Dimitar and His...Mistress 


In Toamasina, Dimitar received lodging from Dinh Van Rakotondrazafy, together with 
his mistress, Julienne Rafarasoa. Dimitar and his mistress spent several days 

there. Rakotondrazafy put Dimitar in contact with the ship captain, Evald Yens 
Kondradsen, of Danish nationality and married to a Madagascar woman, who lived not 
far from “Les Poussins™ school. Informed of the irregular situation of Dimitar, 
Kondradsen held a series of "meetings" attended by, in addition to the two previously 
named, Dinh Van Rakotondrazafy and Julienne Rafarasoa. According to the captain, 

his purpose was first to find Milan and then to ask both of them to go to the police. 
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He also let it be known that he had no intention of hiding Dimitar and Knegic. 
Julienne Rafarasoa stated that during the “meetings” they spoke above all of the de- 
parture of Dimitar and his friend. 


According to Dimitar, the captain really intended to turn him over to the police, a 
proposal which he rejected, moreover, And it was at this point that Rakotondragafy 
advised him to hide himself in a safe place in the countryside before the arrival 
of a ship in Toamasina. However, Dimitar was arrested by the police in the home of 
Rakotondragafy in Toamasina on 28 March 1978, 


Knegic: An International Criminal 


On the recommendation of a French acquaintance in Toliara, Knezic was received by 
Maurice Pierre Sellier and Christian Gueguen (both of them also French acquaintances) 
in their home, the "Villa Marguerite” in Mangarivotra Faravohitra. Since the two 
acquaintances were to go on vacation to Toliara, they allowed Knezic to use their 
"villa." Inetead of acting like a “good householder" in the house, Knezic stole ob- 
jects of value found in the house, including a checkbook. 


Not having learned how to speak French, Milan Knezic asked the help of a German 
friend, Kurt Ressle, to fill out the checks which had been stolen. He signed at the 
bottom of the checks which had been filled out by Ressle. Both in the course of the 
preliminary inquiry and during his testimony before the court, Ressle stated that 

he was completely in ignorance of the fact that Knezic was a real international crim- 
inal. 


A Certain Resemblance 


Phonetically, there is a certain resemblance between Milan and Christian Gueguen, 
and this resemblance led to an error. Sellier thought that Gueguen had filled out 
the checks, which belonged to Maurice Pierre Sellier. 


At no point could any trust be placed in the statement of Ressle, who tried as well 
as he could to justify the actions of Knezic. 


Verdict Reported 
Tananarive MADAGASCAR-MATIN in French 23 Dec 80 p 2 


[Text] As we reported in our preceding edition, the criminal court of Tananarive, 
presided over by Mme Julie Rakotoarisoa, issued its verdict in an affair involving 
an alleged plot and actions against the internal and external security of the state 
in Anosy last Saturday [20 December]. The court retired at about 2230 to deliberate 
and then issued its verdict, the main points of which are set forth below: 


The judge gave the benefit of the doubt and acquitted Knezic and Dimitar of the charge 
of acting or plotting against the security of the state. Julienne Rafarasoa, Dinh 

Van Rakotondrazafy, Giovanni Stanta, and Konradsen were also acquitted of the 

charge of complicity in actions or plotting and furnishing the means and housing to 
the others. The judge also acquitted Kurt Peter Ressle of the charge of complicity 

in commercial fraud in writing. 
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However, the court declared that Milan Knegic and Valev Dimitar were guilty of the 
crime of irregular entry into the country and sentenced Knegic to 3 years in prison 
and Valev Dimitar to | year in prison. Regarding Milan Knegic, he was also guilty 

of the crime of abuse of confidence, of commercial fraud in writing, and of fraud 

in the handling of foodstuffs. The court declared Giovanni Stanta guilty of the 

crime of corruption of a government official and of the offense of bearing arma with-~ 
out authorization. However, it granted the fact that there were extenuating circum- 
stances. The judge sentenced him to | year in prison, with time off for good behavior, 
and the payment of 75,000 Malagasy france in fines for corruption of a government 


official and 5,000 Malagasy france in fines for possession of arma without authoriza~ 
tion. 


The trial costs were jointly and severally charged to the account of the guilty 
parties. Wenote finally that the attorneys, Felicien Radilofe, Eric Hamel, and 
Sagot, represented the accused in the course of thie trial, which lasted more than 
10 hours. We are not in a position to continue the reporting of thie affair, as the 
court session, contrary to our expectations, resumed its hearings late on Saturday 
[20 December], when we thought that it would not resume its session until Monday 

[22 December].

COMMUNIST PARTY DELEGATION REPORTS ON VISIT TO ROMANIA 
Port Louie LE MAURICIEN in Prench 18 Dec 80 p 4 


[Text] The Romanian | sliet Republic wishes to establish trade ties with 
Mauritiue and is par’ larly interested in exchanging industrial and agricultural 
equipment for our sugar. Thies came out in a press conference given by Mr Leetoraj 
Chundramun, president of the Mauritiue Communist Party, who visited Romania the 
week of 24 November to 1 December along with Mr Doonoo Jawaheer, member of the 
Central Committee of the Mauritius Communist Party. 


During their stay in Romania, Messre Chundramun and Jawaheer met with the leaders 
of the Romanian Communist Party, with whom they exchanged information. They invited 
them to come to Mauritius next year to attend the first congress of the Mauritius 
Communist Party which will be held in June. 


The two leaders of the Mauritius Communist Party also met with the Romanian head of 
state, President Nicolae Ceaussescu, who shared with them his concern over the 
militarization of the Indian Ocean, He stated that Romania would support any 
request made by Mauritius in international forums for the demilitarization of the 
Indian Ocean and the return of Diego Garcia to Mauritius territory. 


Mr Chundramun took this occasion to thank President Ceausescu for the gift that was 
sent to the Mauritius Communist Party through the Romanian Red Cross. The gift 
included blankets, children's clothing and tents and was intended for the victims 
of the cyclones and floods that occurred at the beginning of the year, but the 
parcels arrived too late. This gift, worth 300,000 lei (approximately 200,000 
rupees) will soon be handed over to the prime minister during an official ceremony. 


With respect to trade ties, the representatives of the Mauritius Communist Party 
met with Dr lon Nicolae, assistant foreign trade minister. Dr Nicolae expressed 
Romania's wish to establish trade ties with Mauritius. Romania is interested in 
baying our sugar in exchange for industrial and agricultural equipment. The 
Romanians, Mr Chundramun stated, wish to participate in a joint company with 
Mauritius partners, either at the government or private sector level. They made it 
known that they are willing to put Romanian technology at our disposal. 


The Romanian authorities have already started negotiations with Mauritius businessmen 
for the sale of a boat at a good price, which would allow Mauritius to establish a 
national fleet. Mr Chundramun, moreover, was instructed to transmit to Mauritius 
merchants all the necessary information for the possible ordering of Romanian products.

[Text] Prospects in Saudi Arabia for the Mauritian labor force 
will rise spectacularly over the next year. In fact a mass 
movement of workers to that country is taking shape following 
the approaches to large Saudi firms made by Mauritian Ambassador 
Yousouf Mohammed, 


Since his accreditation in Saudi Arabia, Mr Mohammed has built up important contacts 
with several firms amenable to hiring hundreds of Mauritians., The Mauritian 
ambassador is arriving in Mauritius on 4 January and will be accompanied by two 
important individuals, Shaykh Yusuf al-Qurayshi, a member of the royal family and 
president of the large firm DITCO, and Dr Naji Nazir, vice president of the Trans- 
Arabic Supply Company (TASCO). The latter will be a~companied by his brother, 

Ismit Nazir, a director of the company. 


TASCO has already made an official request to the Employment Ministry aimed at 
setting up a list of at least 400 Mauritians who want to find job opportunities in 
Saudi Arabia. The two representatives of TASCO will spend 5 days in Mauritius. 
Arrangements will be made to organize visits to various work sites in Mauritius, 
particularly in the hotel, public transport, Free Zone and professional training 
sectors. Discussions with the private sector are anticipated as well. 


In discussions with Ambassador Mohammed, DITCO has shown a strong interest in the 
possibilities of recruiting managers from civil engineering and other categories of 
specialized workers. Prospects of negotiations at the government level over the 
next year are anticipated. 


Meanwhile, it has been learned that Saudi Airlines has proposed to carry out recruiting 
of stewardesses, electricians and mechanics toward the middle of January. This 

step follows a favorable report submitted by Jeremy Homeshaw, chief of manpower 
research, who undertook a study of the Mauritian labor force for Saudi Airlines 

when he was staying in Mauritius last October. It has been coufirmed that the 

airline company has already given the go-ahead for recruiting Mauritian workers.

AGRICULTURE MINISTER ON SUGAR MARKET PROSPECTS 
Port Louis LE MAURICIEN in French 29 Dec 80 p 4 


[Text] The rise in the price of sugar is like a double-edged knife. Although it 
allows substantial profits on the open world market, it also encourages overpro- 
duction, especially for the producers of sugar beets in Europe, Thus, upon his 
return from Europe, the Mauritius agriculture minister, Sir Satcam Boolell, stated 
yesterday that our sugar quota (500,000 tons) on the European market might be 
reduced due to the fact that beet growers, supported by the price hike on the world 
market and the upcoming presidential elections in France (which increases their 
bargaining power), have hardened their position and changed their strategy: they 
are opposing any proposal aiming at reducing their production, 





Sir Satcam suggested that the sugar quota for the ACP countries (African, Caribbean 
and Pacific countries associated with the Common Market) will be reduced following 
the upcoming increase in the European beet growers’ sugar quota on the British 
market. This is in spite of assurances given to Sir Satcam by the British Govern- 
ment that the Mauritius quota in Great Britain would not be affected. 


The Mauritius minister, however, did not want to be pessimistic, but rather advised 
the ACP countries to be careful. Moreover, the ACP countries reelected him as their 
spokesman to the European Economic Community. 


Other Mauritius products are threatened in Europe, namely, those of our textile 
industry. On this subject, the Mauritius minister recommended that the Mauritius 
High Commission in London and the Mauritius diplomatic missions in other European 
countries be very careful, He would like the European Economic Community to warn 
Mauritius in advance of any plan to restrict imports from it. 


Sir Satcam attended a ministerial EEC/ACP meeting in Brussels, where the results of 
the Lome Convention were carefully examined and the implementation of Lome II and 
the advantages in it for the ACP countries were discussed.

KOUNTCHE SPEAKS TO CONFERENCE OF DIPLOMATS, OFFICIALS 
Niamey LE SAHEL in French 6 Jan 81 pp 2-4, 7 


[Speech by chief of state Col Seyni Kountche to conference of diplomats and Foreign 
Ministry officials in Niamey on 5 January] 


[Excerpts] The fourth conference of chiefs of diplomatic 
missions and officials of the Ministry of Foreign Affairs 
and Cooperation opened yesterday morning at the former 
National Assembly building under the chairmanship of the 
chief of state, Col Seyni Kountche. In his speech, before 
members of the Supreme Military Council [CMS], members of 
the government, and the diplomatic corps, the president 

of the CMS said that 20 years of independence have taught 
us in Niger to have a certain way of viewing our interests, 
of perceiving solutions to our problems and of acting 
accordingly. 


"Without giving in to the temptation of making an assessment, I think that it is not 
superfluous to recall in a few lines certain sectors of achievement that are worth 
looking into because of their impact on the life of the country. 


Confidence and Vitality 


"Globally, Niger has experienced for the past several years a relatively high rate 
of development for a country of the Sahel. First of all this is the result of the 
increase in our mineral resources used exclusively for the country's development. 
In addition to the state's own efforts are added private investments, which, well 
directed, have given an undoubted impetus. A substantial increase in our national 
product resulted from this. The rhythm of private sector investment is a valued 
indication of the confidence and vitality which still thrives there. 


"On the agro-pastoral level we have reasons everywhere for satisfaction with the 
efforts of our toiling populations. The annual increase in our harvests has been 
remarkable and this year not without pride have we reached the level of self-sufficiency 
in food. Despite some precarious aspects, that achievement nonetheless demonstrates 
the dedication and motivation of our populations, the only ones of all the countries 

of the Sahel able to profit from an irregular rainfall level. You cannot explain 
everything by luck. 








"As reyards rebuilding our livestock, operations are almost complete. We are in 
surplus in numerou, sectors, Four reproduction centers, the last of which is being 
completed, have been constructed, The creation of production units will make possible 
a more selective reproduction. The latter are to balance production and slaughtering 
for consumption or export. The output will be more carefully checked for quantity 
and quality. 


"A special effort is worth noting in the field of hydroagricultural development. In 
fact, the Konni I project has been completed and turned over to the peasants. After 
finishing work on the Malbaza dam, which will be the third of its kind, after Zongo 
and Mazague, we plan to start project Konni II beginning next October. Konni II, 
Namarigoungou and Say will be the next steps in an irreversible process toward 
strengthening nutritional self-sufficiency through guaranteed irrigated zones. 


"All these plans of course remain quite modest compared to the Kandadju dam thanks 

to which we hope to develop between 100,000 and 140,000 hectares. Plans for Kandadju 
are finished and we plan to hold a meeting next month with all the sponsors of ‘unds 
interested in this project. 


"As regards the drinking water for men and for beasts in our villages, a new technique 
has proved effective in base zones such as Damagaram-Mounio, Damergou, Liptako and 
South-Maradi. A thousand drillings are under way in these zones, for an investment 

of 3 billion. It is the beginning of a series of three operations. No one in Niger 
will lack water. That was one of our promises in 1974. 


"On quite another level I will say that the concern for overcoming our landlocked 
Status is not merely to get to the sea. It is also regional. The Uranium Highway 
has become a reality just as the Unity Highway. The former will be completed with 
the Goure-Mirriah section, on which work has just begun. The little Zinder-Mirriah 
section will complete the connection as soon as the fifth EDF [European Development 
Fund] is put in operation. To the west, the Niamey-Upper Volta border project will 
start next month. We shall finish the crisscrossing of the country with high-density 
asphalt highways when we finish the Niamey-Filingue-Tahoua section and the one 
connecting Zinder to Agadez. Their plans are already well under way. 


"As you know, these highways are a vital necessity for the immediate future of Niger. 
The unity of the country should be favored by the deep intermixing of our peoples, 
who will have the freedom to circulate in all directions. That same concern for 
strengthening unity is expressed in another branch of activity now in full expansion: 
covering the national territory with a telephone and television network. The most 
backward areas of our country will be connected with the rest of the country and will 
thus permit the creation of a real family atmosphere, almost touching hards, at 

least through pictures. This plan, well advanced overall and costing more than 20 
billion, will be operational in 1981. We expect a great deal from it and you know 
the reasons. 


“Last chapter in this rapid survey: energy. It is said that energy is the Achilles 
heel of countries that do not produce petroleum. We are still far from producing 
petroleum in Niger and uranium, whose transformation into energy demands a high 

level technology we do not possess, will long remain a simple merchandising product 
in our hands. However, it is nonetheless true that at the proper time we shall adopt 
a nuclear policy conforming to the interests of the Nigerian nation of tomorrow. 
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Our conduct remains therefore that of all nations anxious to preserve the world from 

a nuclear holocaust. For the moment we are concerned with coal from Anou Araren and 
it is with great pride that we inform you that the first phase of our plan for 
electric power production will soon be completed. And tomorrow, when light shines 
forth from Kandadju, the whole of the new Niger's energy needs will be covered. With- 
out counting on petroleum, henceforth, we face a most promising future." 


"We are aware of the challenge involved in our enterprise, but we are also aware of 
holding considerable assets since the base of Niger is extremely sound and receptive. 
We are committed to taking advantage of the good fortune of a developing society." 


"A developing society, some say, is an impossible challenge. That is false. A 
difficult challenge, yes, and we recognize that. Since the creation of the National 
Planning Commission to plan the developing society we have encountered unusual 
enthusiasm, and this answers all the critics. 


"If the people have confidence in their future, what is more natural and reasonable 
than suggesting to them new structures permitting on the one hand a better organization 
of their productivity and on the other hand a better sharing of the decisionmaking 
power, which is in fact the very essence of participation." 


"The developing society is above all a participation. An active and well-founded 
participation, acting as transmission belt from the developmental cell to a higher 
level, that is a national level, receiving, analyzing, deciding and referring to the 
entire body the consensus decision, starting from the base at any point of the system 
and becoming the rule or law of the state. In other words, it is making each 

individual responsible for the solutions to problems required by his village, his 
region, his country. Each citizen shorld be answerable for the problems of the hour 

as well as for those of the future. No longer can anyone teach a peasant the reasons 
for the installation of a school, a dispensary or a well in his village. His partici- 
pation in the deliberations, the decisions, and the means envisaged for the implementation 
of projects concerning his village, his canton, automatically render him, his family, 
his village, his canton coresponsible. This example shows you that no longer is it 

a matter of merely having confidence in men of science and the notables from traditional 
circles. Each citizen will give his view and participate in the common decision. 


The Essence of Niger 


"We thus hope to crisscross Niger with developmental cells which I have had occasion 
to define as cotyledons of a seed. On one hand the cultural and social aspect of 
the village with its leaders within the samaria, on the other the production and 
marketing aspect with the managers of village societies and cooperatives entrusted 
with strencthening the unity and solidarity of all members of a village community.” 


“We have asked the national commission to speed up its work. We expect next 1 June 
to receive the first accounting, which we will try to make operational at once, 
Commission members, entrusted since last year with cooperating with the leaders of 
our departments, have also been operational. 


"On leaving the banks of the Niger River my thought goes out to Africa and the world. 
In Africa our joy remains incomplete after the accession of Zimbabwe to independence. 
Incomplete because of Nambibia which we all believed to be at the end of the tunnel 
and which underhanded people still seek to keep under the colonial yoke. Nearer to 
us, Chad has found some respite. Whatever might be the nature of that peace I hope 
with all my heart that it benefits all the children of Chad and enables them to get 
back together and lay the bases for a national reconciliation. 
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"But the important problem that arises from the Chad drama, as in the Western Sahara, 
is the incredible impotence of the United Nations in the face of problems arising 
here and there. Our movement which has at its disposal such great potentialities is 
blocked by interests which are often foreign to Africa. It is up to you, who are 

in the diplomatic service, to help us loosen this stranglehold. 


A Case Based on Assumptions 


"What is to be said moreover of the nonalined movement? One can only honor the 
dedication of the leaders of Cuba and Yugoslavia for the tenacity of their efforts 
with the belligerents who are blindly confronting each other around the shatt al-Arab. 
After such humiliating defeats, to what authority could one still lay claim? Humili- 
ating in themselves, and for all members of the nonalined movement. 


"One might also ask why all the so-called North-South conferences fail as soon as 

the well-known subjects of the new economic order are introduced? What serious 

dialog can one really establish between the affluent, sitting on his wee'th, with 

only the words democracy and human rights on his lips, and the poor, the everexploited, 
whose rights are limited to enduring, and to begging for his own development? That 

is another question that I submit for your consideration, Messrs Diplomats." 


"These are, in closing some of the thoughts I wanted to bring to your attention. 
As you have been able to observe, at home our domestic economic and social situation 
is healthy. With a little vigilance to the right and to the left, we consider our- 
selves as having good chances to strengthen our development and to continue our 
achievements. The Lowering of the price of uranium will oblige us to make a few 
adjustments. But all considered they will be minor. 


"For international action, you are on the voint of combat. Arm yourselves with our 


realities; thus yer will be in a better position to defend your country and its 
interests.”

"LE SAHEL' COMMENTS ON EXPULSION OF LIBYAN DIPLOMATS

[Editorial: "More Than 24 Hours!"] 


[Text] Ever since Tripoli assumed it was able to "innovate" in the field of diplomatic 
relations which govern how states deal with each other, the Libyan leaders have racked 
up a record of veritable slaughter, as the sports columnists say, among their friend- 
ships around the world. 


Therefore yesterday's decision by the government of Niger to close the Libyan embassy, 
consulate and cultural center and expel their personnel was dictated by inexorable 
logic and was not at all surprising. 


Meanwhile, going beyond the wild ravings of an Al-Qadhdhafi suffering from megalomania, 
for a long time here in Niger we have wished to maintain the age-old feelings of deep 
mutual respect which have always united the people of Niger and Libya. But the 

recent transformation of the Libyan Embassy into a "People's Bureau," aside from the 
havoc it plays with any kind of normal diplomatic rules, has come to be added to the 
long list of grievances which the Niger authorities have silently overlooked only 

out of a sense of propriety. In fact, for anyone who has followed the graph of 
Niger-Libyan relations, what was decided yesterday was taking ultimate shape beforehand. 


We now know that these "People's Bureaus," from Dakar to Banjul and from Accra to Lagos, 
are far from being what we call diplomatic representation. In reality they are only 

the de facto headquar'ers where plots and subversive activities against their host 
countries are planned. 


Their personnel did not act like diplomats but like subversive agents or 

recruiters for the units of the well-known “Islamic legion." The recent N'djamena 
events show this clearly, and nowadays we can ask ourselves if Al-Qadhdhafi and his 
agents are behind «a number of social upheavals which African countries are currently 
Lacing. 


At any rate, it is over in Niger. We should even emphasize that not very long ago 
only our customary discipline prevented the buildings then serving as the Libyan 
Embassy from being reduced to rubble by the people of Niamey, aggravated by “hot- 
headed Al-Oadhdhafi's declarations. 


We dare to hope that the public protest of African countries in the face of the 
annexation of Chad and the discredit brought on their country by an insane foreign 
policy may awaken the conscience of Libyans and cause them to rise up against those 
who are making enemies for them today almost everywhere in the world.

NIGERIAN ENERGY MINISTER VISITS, DISCUSSES JOINT PROJECTS

{Text} The Nigerian minister of mines and power, His 
Excellency Alhaji Mohamed Ibrahim Hassan, left Niamey 
Thursday, 15 January, at the end of a week-long stay 
in our country. The minister visited several mining 
sites in the company of his Nigerian counterpart. A 
final communique was made public at the close of the 
visit. We are providing you with excerpts here: 


The Nigerian minister of mines and power, His Excellency Alhaji Mohamed Ibrahim Hassan, 
paid an official visit to the Republic of Niger 8-15 January 1981 on the invitation 
of the minister of mines of the Republic of Niger. 


--Regarding the Tapoa phosphates: to make combined efforts to exploit the Tapoa 
phosphates. 


--Regarding the Tahoua phosphates: to explore the possibilities of increasing production 
as well as possible supplies to Nigeria. 


--Regarding uranium: to hold a meeting within the first 2 weeks of March 1981 in 
order to carry on with the Techili project (Afasto-East) in which the Federal Republic 
of Nigeria has a 16-percent share, and to examine among other things the effects of 
building an international airport and the effects of a military camp being located 
within the area covered by the exploration permit. 


--Regarding the supply of electric energy, the request of the Nigerian party relating 
to an increase in capacity from 30 to 40 megawatts, as well as the upcoming rate 
revision, were noted by both parties. 


The Nigerian Electricity Power Authority (NEPA) will submit its new rate proposals 


to the Niger Electric Power Company (NIGELEC) during February 1981 in view of the 
negotiations which will take place in Niamey in March 1981.

[Excerpt] [Nigerian] Federal Minister of Mines and Power Alhaji Mohamed Ibrahim Hassan's 
visit came to an end yesterday with his visit to NIGELEC [Niger Electric Power 

Company] II. Among the different industrial units which greatly interested the 

Nigerian minister was the SONICHAR power plant which is back in operation today. 


After visiting the COMINAK Akouta Mining Company, the minister went to the Madaouela 
uranium-bearing site located 6 km from Arlit. The mining of this deposit, which wi'l 
be open-pit following the example of SOMAIR [Air Region Mining Company], will bring 
Nigeria and several companies together, particularly COGEMA (French) and a German 
company.... It has been pofnted out that this deposit was discovered before COMINAK's 
and SOMAIR's; however, it i» aot known exactly why it was not mined before the deposits 
o! those two companies were. Financial reasons have been suggested. 


Mounkoila Harouwna has stated that the aim of this association is not only to mine 
this deposit but to discover other much more sizable ones with the resources which 


will be freed up as necessary. The current status is that work has not yet started 
up. 


SON ICHAR 


By contrast, at SONICHAR they are about to distribute the first megawatts of electricity. 
They are to start today (15 January). 


The pit area is estimated to be 13,000 hectares. Proven reserves are on the order of 


6 million tons. On the other hand, there are 4 million tons of probable reserves 
Listed. 


As for possible reserves inferred from some drilling efforts, they amount to more 
than 2 million tons. Moreover, it should be pointed out that last October the first 
ton of coal was taken out in a form suitable for industrial use, that is, usable in 


a power plant. The mining potential is estimated at 25 to 30 years. 


The power plant is divided into two parts and has a total capacity of 38 megawatts. 
The first part is completed and the second is in the construction stage.

FRG MINISTER VISITS, SIGNS ECONOMIC AGREEMENTS

[Text] After having arrived Wednesday, 14 January, and visited several economic, 
cultural and tourist attractions in our capital city, His Excellency Rainer Offergeld, 
[West] German minister of economic cooperation, is continuing his official visit in 
the interior of the country. We are already in a position to point out the size 

of three cooperative agreements totaling 2.836 billion CFA francs and three financing 
agreements totaling 7.493 billion CFA francs which our two countries have signed. 


Cooperative Agreements 


The first agreement is for a total of DM 12 million (or 1.368 billion CFA francs) and 
is slated for financing the "radio broadcasting modernization" project. 


The second agreement is for a total of DM 10.2 million (or 163 billion [as published] 
CFA francs) and is slated for financing the "refrigerated regional slaughterhouses 
in Maradi, Tahoua and Zinder" project. 


The third agreement is for a total of DM 2.68 million (or 305.5 million CFA francs) 

and is slated for financing the "Maradi Infrastructure Development II" project which 
is a supplement to the “rainwater piping in the town of Maradi" project, as well as 

DM 18.53 million (or 112 billion [as published] CFA francs) available for the "town 

of Maradi infrastructure development" project. 


Financing Agreements 
The financing agreements are connected to the following projects: 


"Refrigerated regional slaughterhouses in Maradi, Tahoua and Zinder" for the sum of 
DM10.2 million (around (1.163 billion CFA francs); "Maradi Infrastructure Develop- 
ment LI" for the sum of DM 7.53 million (about 858.5 million CFA francs); and 
"Niamey-Upper Volta border road" for the sum of DM 48 million (about 3.472 [as 
published] billion CFA francs).

AGREEMENTS WITH FRANCE--Six financing agreements dealing with different and important 
areas of Niger's economic and social development were signed yesterday afternoon by 
our minister of foreign affairs and cooperation, Daouda Diallo, and France's »mbassador 
to Niger, His Excellency Alain Pierret. The six agreements, which total 5 million 
French francs (or 250 million CFA francs), deal with the creation of a minerals plan 
(700,000 French francs, or 35 million CFA francs), doing additional studies on the 
Kandadji dam project (600,000 French francs, or 30 million CFA francs), listing 

water resources for hydraulic use (1.2 million French francs, or 60 million CFA 
francs), doing hydrological studies (500,000 French francs, or 25 million CFA francs), 
reviving peanut cultivation (1.1 million French francs, or 55 million CFA francs), 

and assisting cotton production (900,000 French francs, or 45 million CFA francs).

ISLAMLC BROTHERHOOD OF TIDJANES PLAYING GROWING POLITICAL ROLE 
Paris LE MONDE DIMANCHE in French 18 Jan 81 p XVII

[Text] The Islamic brotherhood of the Tidjanes is playing a 
growing political role in Senegal, Its caliph, a clever and 
picturesque figure, knows how to make good use of his influence 
over the faithful and the authorities, 


/"Sy, Sy, Sy,"/ is repeated in a monotone by the faithful who are pushing to press 
his hands fervently in theirs, as though to share in the saintliness which he is 
supposed to bear. In the street ahead of him, on the threshold of his house, the 
crowd is so large that it takes a long while for him to extricate himself from the 
throng of believers. In town, drivers stop their cars and get out to repeat the 
same mimicry, to which he responds tirelessly in a tone both welcoming and strangely 
distant, rhythmically repeating the name of his interlocutor, /"Seck, Seck, Seck"/ 
or /"Cisse, Cisse, Cisse."/ 


An elegant quinquagenarian, his high profile draped in an ample green hooded 
jellaba, his feet shod in immaculate babouches, Abdul Aziz junior, spokesman for 

t » Muslim brotherhood and president of the Federation of Islamic Association in 
Senegal, is an excellent PR man. A professor of Arabic, he handles the French 
language with equal ease, and always reserves a very cordial welcome for visitors 
passing through Tivaouane, This small town, located an hour's ride from Dakar, is 
both an important groundnut trading point and the cradle of Tidjanes--a sect founded 
in Morocco, by an Algerian, which emigrated to Mauritania and developed considerably 
in Senegal from 1820 on. 


Tivaouane harbors the residence of the caliph general of the Tidjanes, serves as 
the setting once a year for the pilgrimage of the gamou which brings together all 
the caliph's faithful, and is--along with Touba, the capital of the Murid sect--one 
of the high places of Islam in Senegal. 
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Toleranee 


The caliph's residence, an opulent villa of several stories, is in the process of 
expansion, On the construction site, each one view with the others in dexterity 

and rivals them in speed, The walls go up before one's very eyes, while the com- 
petitive spirit grows incessantly from one scaffolding to the next. When Abdul Agiz 
junior crosses the courtyard, which is packed with the pious Tidjanes who have come 
to pay homage to the leader of the brotherhood, the workmen and laborers step up 
their pace, as though they wanted the spokesman for the brotherhood and his guests 
to be able to testify to their devotion and their zeal, 


Through a window on the second floor can be seen the double minaret of openwork 
concrete, surmounted by an onion-shaped dome, which crowns one of the town's 

mosques, Abdul Aziz junior, a relative and nameskae of the caliph, casting a rapid 
glance at the two wide-screen television sets, the two hi-fi systems sitting 
imposingly in the midst of some modern books in Arabic, and the thick pile wool 
carpets, comments on photographs and portraits hanging on the walls and begins a 

long conversation by asserting: /"Obviously, it is not enough to be a Muslim. The 
individual, no matter who he is, needs constant moral support which only the marabout 
is able to provide him,.."/ 


According to Abdul Aziz junior, the Tidjanes are opposed to all excesses, They 
resolutely turn their backs on fanaticism, They believe in the unicity of Islam. 
they are not in competition with the Murids; according to him, /"The two caliphs 
meet regularly, as the founders of the two brotherhoods, El Hadj Malik Sy and 
Sheikh Amadou Bamba, used to do."/ However, our interlocutor points out that 
membership in the Tidjaniyya rules out any affiliation with another brotherhood, 
and he does not fail to observe that /"Muridism requires implicit submission to the 
marabout."/ 


According to Abdul Aziz junior, the Tidjanes must primarily come here to Tivaouane 
to meditate before the mausoleum of El Hadj Malik Sy and that of his second son, El 
Hadj Mansur Sy. Participation in two kinds of pilgrimage is also recommended: the 
gamou, which is the Wolof equivalent of the mulud, commemoration of the birth of 
the Prophet, that usually takes place in January; and the ziara, the general visit 
to the caliph which occurs in April. The amiable guide not only admits but 
emphasizes the importance of the connections between politics and membership in the 
Tidjaniyya. Very «lear on this subject, he says: /"In colonial times the Tidjanes 
leaders had sensed the weight of French power in Senegal and English power in Gambia; 
wcordingly they had recommended that their followers show understanding toward the 
colonizers. That did not imply submission, but coliaboration."/ And in this 


connection he recalls: /"Fl Hadj Malik Sy was in constant consultation with the 
French administration. The governor of Senegal sought his advice on important 
juestions and he, for his part, did not hesitate to ask for the governor's opinion 


on matters of concern to him...Senghor deliberately saw Babacar Sy before entering 
the political arena and found ir him a friend and father. Today the caliph openly 
supports the Senegalese chicf of state, because of the latter's great wisdom...."/ 


Tidjanes are said to be more open and less xenophobic than their “competitors” who 
belong to the Qadiriyya or to Muridism, and they preach a doctrinally purer Islam 
than the latter, They occupy a choice place in Senegal's political world. The 








prime minister, Mr Habib Thiam, who was formerly a member of the Socialist parlia- 
mentary group in the Assembly, is a member of the Tidjanes brotherhood, This is 
also true of the president of the republic, Abdou Diouf, who had already for many 
years been regarded as President Senghor's heir apparent, 


El Hadj Abdul Agiz Sy, the present caliph general of the Tidjanes, does not know 
the meaning of punctuality, It ise common practice for him to keep his appointments 
with delays of several hours, Contact with the marabouts, moreover, while 
relatively easy for the believer, is usually plagued with obstacles for the 
curious or the mere visitor,

Since in theory the caliph general of the Tidjanes lives in Tivaouane, it seems 
logical to go there, Alas, he has just left for Saint-Louis...In that city one 
learns that he has just gone to Dakar,..Finding his trail in the capital is not an 
easy task, because the caliph has several residences there, a fact which serves 
his personal prestige, enables him to escape from the itmportunate, and leaves him, 
in the refuge of anonymity, the time to devote himself to prayer. 


Soothing Words 


At Phann-Residence, in one of the opulent suburbs of Dakar, at the end of a driveway 
lined with bougainvillea, a few of the caliph’s good friends are having a lively 
conversation in front of a modern villa, which is comfortable but without much 
character. A black CX Pallas is parked in the courtyard. In the enormous foyer 
which opens onto this courtyard, about 15 men are telling beads and mumbling 
prayers. Four women are dozing in large armchairs. One must be patient, waiting 
for the “man of God" who has eternity ahead of him, the great dignitary who knows 
the art of keeping people waiting. 


Wearing embroidered blue trousers, a red fer screwed onto his skull, a hoary 
septuagenarian, seemingly even more feeble from fatigue than from age, El Had} 
Abdul Aziz squats on a rug. Beside him a telephone, an attache case, fruit juices 
and several bottles of tranquilizers. A man of tradition, our interlocutor is not 
ar enemy of modernism, Contrary to the spokesman for the Tidjanes, he says nothing 
of the time when, two decades ago, the brotherhood supported the opponents of the 
Senegalese Solidarity Party (PSS), in a struggle against Leopold Sedar Senghor and 
his friends. He chooses to be on good terms with all the politicians, because 

"religion and politics must support and complement each other,,..because religion 
must be subordinate to the established power, except if..."/He refuses to give 


any details on these possible exceptions, 

However, El Hadj Abdul Aziz Sy expatiates on the good relations which the Tidjanes 
maintain, according to him, with the Murids (an assertion, alas, which is too often 
refuted by the facts), quotes the verses of the Koran which urge every good Muslim 
to submit respectfully to the authorities, /"Muslim or not, provided that they love 
i stice."/ This mixture of soothing words and commonplaces and this continually 
cautious reserve suited the former colonial authorities and are not displeasing to 
certain of their successors, at least those who do not appreciate protesters against 


the established order. 














While admitting that Lalam in Senegal is divided and that these divisions are very 
harmful, our interlocutor has the last word, before a final salaam, when he con- 
cludes: /"With regard to the Tidjanes, the Murids, and the Qadiriyya, the brother- 
hoods are to Islam what the infantry, the navy and the air force--all of which 
compete in the defense of the country--are to the Ministry of National Defense,,."/ 
Perhaps this explains why Senegal's contemporary political history has been dominated 
by the efforts made-=by both the leaders and the opponents--in order to secure, if 
not the help, at least the neutrality of the brotherhoods and their chiefs,

[Text] Senegal's ofl bill, which already was a burden on both the national economy 
and individuals, has become even more oppressive during the past 6 months. Since 
the last price increase for oil products that occurred in Senegal this past July, 
various factors connected with an increase in price have in fact contributed to 
making the bill burdensome. 


From July to January the dollar wae revalued, from 214 CFA france to 228. The reper- 
cussion on our bill amounts to 4.13 percent. To this is added OPEC's most recent 
increase, which was on the order of 10 percent. 


These price increases in the oil bill are not the only thing to influence the price 
of products delivered to consumers. Within the framework of the economic recovery 
plan, 415 percent tax that was instituted by a law that was adopted this past 
August affects crude oil importations. This tax is reflected in the prices of 
refined products at a ratio of about 8.63 percent, because importations of crude 
outside ECOWAS do not have this customs tax. 


All of these combined factors amount to an increase on the order of 24.2 percent of 
the price of refined products delivered to consumers, as recorded since the month 
of July. Taking into account the choice that was made within the framework of the 
economic and financial recovery plan to make prices conform with the increase in 
salaries, an increase in the prices of oil products would be in the nature of 
things. The important thing in this context has much gore to do with the ratio of 
this increase than its probability. 


In spite of last year's salary increase, an increase in price of some 25 percent 
would be difficult for both transportation and industry to absorb, which one tends 
to forget, to the sole benefit of oil--which of course is more “acute.” This does 
not take into account the fishing sector, for which there gust be inexpensive motor 
fuel in order to encourage the policy of motorization of canoes. It thus appears 
indispensable to limit the increase in the price of oil. Since the true price 
limits the latitude for intervention on factors originating externally (revaluation 
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of the dollar and OPEC increases), one can take action only on internal factors. 
There are two kinds of factors, the customs tax and the special tax. It is by 
acting on the respective ratios of these two factors that it will be possible to 
determine a price that will be bearable on the one hand by the state, on the other 
by individuals and industries. This combination would have the merit of limiting 
the increase to outside factors alone. It would then be on the order of 15 percent 
(10 percent for OPEC and 4.3 percent for the revaluation of the dollar). But this 
balance would, alas, be fragile. It would hold only for as long as the oil pro- 
prietors and financial manipulators do not once again botch the deal.

THE efficiency of Govern- 
ment operations is in 
serious doubt. The Gov- 
ernment machinery 
seems to be grinding to 
a halt. The left hand 
appears not to know 
what the right hand is 
doing. 

As a result public confi- 
dence in the Govern- 
ment has been eroded 
left, right and centre. 
Should the trend conti- 
nue, the Government is 
bound to collapse. 

This is not being alarmist. 
It is as serious as that. 
Sins of omission and 
commission by the Gov- 
ernment are just be- 
coming too numerous to 
contend with.

The latest example is the 
blunder by one ministry 
in prematurely announ- 
cing new increases in 
milk prices. Having re- 
ceived the go-ahead to 
raise the prices, it 
jumped the gun by not 
making sure that the 
new prices were gazet- 
ted first. 

Now the secretary to the 
Cabinet has had to sort 
out the mess and declare 
the announced new milk 
prices null and void. 
Why? 

And that is not all. In 
Parliament this week 
the Speaker has had the 
agonising duty to public- 
ly expose Government's 
mis. 
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The presentation of the 
Budget last Friday was 
unconstitutional. Had it 
not been for the 
Speaker's ‘‘discretion’’, 
Zamb'a would now be in 
chaos. That warning 
was «parently ignored. 

So the next day the 
Speaker was forced to 
issue a terse but grim 
warming following 
anciher oversight by 
the Government. 

He bluntly said that in- 
capable ministers must 
resign. And the back- 
benchers shouted back 
in support: ‘Sack the 
whole lot, fire the 
Government."’ 

So what next? Will the 
disaffected back- 
benchers move a motion 
of censure and pass 
a vote of ‘‘no confi- 
dence’ against the 
Government? Or will 
the leader of the House, 
the Prime Minister. 
succumb to the present 
pressures and offer to 
resign? 

That would be the normal 
run of things. But we 
are not living in normal 
circumstances, and the 
sooner the _— nation 
realises this, the better 
for the unity of Zambia. 

Powerful forces of desta- 
bilisation are now very 
active in Zambia. There 
is an unseen, but a real 
link between the unfold- 
ing events. People and 
institutions are blindly 
being used as pawns. 
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First we had the October 
coup plot. When that 
failed we had the un- 
fortunate confrontation 
between the Party and 
the unions. Strikes 
ensued, but fortunately 
they were quickly con- 
trolled. 

Now we have, on the face 
of it, a genuine confron- 
tation een Parlia- 
ment and the Govern- 
ment. But in reality it 
is all part of the destabi- 
lisation ome being 
played against Zambia. 

The chain of events is 
damning. Events inter- 
lock. One thing causes 
another. The chain 
hangs back into history, 
so to speak. 

It is useless to figure out 
why something hap- 
pened by looking at 
the event immediately 
preceding it as it is to 
try and assess the 
strength of a chain by 
examining the link in 
your hand and the one 
just behind it. There is 
no end to it, but no 
beginning either. 

It is all very subtle. It is 
being done to besmirch 
the good name of the 
Party and of President 
Kaunda. For all the 
mistakes now being dis- 
closed are the Presi- 
dent's mistakes even 
when he is unaware of 
how and why they are 
being committed. 

So the nation must close 
ranks against forces of 
destabilisation; or we 
perish.

The Container Terminal, which is equipped 
with @ gentry crane, was recently comp 
leted at e cost of K 750,000.00.

An AMI spokesman said that the new container 
terminal has stacking space for 320 containers. 


He explained that containerised cargo is safe 
from pilfering loss, or damage. insurance 
charges ere thus lower.

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PM URCES URGENCY IN RECOVERY OF EXCESS PROFITS

[Text] The Government must take immediate action to recover excess profits made 
by the Salisbury firm J.J.M. Holdings, which made $/ million profit in four 
months supplying food to guerillas at assembly points, the Prime Minister, 

Mr Mugabe, demanded yesterday. 


He was applauded in the House of Assembly when he told MPs: "I would like some 
action taken, and taken with immediate effect, to recover what we have lost here. 
..the House of Assembly is entitled [words illegible] Government takes steps at 
least to recover the excess profit that was made. 


"They (J.J.M. Holdings) were entitled to make some profit, but reasonable 
profits. They were not entitled to profiteer and take advantage of the ignorance 
of our men in the Pay Corps or the Tender Board." 


The Prime Minister was speaking during the resumed debate on the first report 
of the Committee of Public Accounts, J.J.M. Holdings originally contracted to 
supply rations to more than 30,000 guerillas at assembly points at a rate of 
$3 a head daily. ‘ihe contract has since been transferred to another local com 
pany--Brebond--at $1,83 a man a day. 


Mr Mugabe said of the contract change: “It appears that we have jumped from the 
frying pan into the fire and that both firms are not of very high standing in 
terms of the principles to which we are committed, and that Brebond was 
reportedly guilty of some corruption. 


"I hope evidence will come to light, if any will, that the corruption which has 
been alleged indeed took place." 


The Prime Minister [words illegible] Government has been cheated, that certain 
firms have taken advantage of Government and made excessive profits, Government 
is entitled to take the necessary action to recover what it has lost." 


Mr Mugabe criticized the Parliamentary Public Accounts Committee for exonerating 
J.J.M. Holdings in its report. He found this “surprising.” 
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Blame 


The report said: “In spite of the grossly excessive profit which accrued to 

it during the period of its contracts, your committee whishes to stress that it 
has no fault to find with J.J.M. Holdings (Pvt.) Ltd, which merely took advan- 
tage of an almost literally golden business opportunity." 


Mr Mugabe said he did not know whether to blame the Army Pay Corps or the 
former Rhodesian Front Government for the irregularities which had allowed such 
a situation to arise. 


"We inherited a system that was already inadequate...and also a system which 
apparently had acquired certain irregular methods of operation which had gone 
unchecked," he said. 


Whoever was at fault, the fact remained that the system permitted words illegi- 
ble] honesty, such as had been exposed. 


Mr Mugabe agreed that action to recover the “grossly excessive" profit should be 
done openly. 


The chairman of the Committee of Public Accounts, Mr John Landau, made an appeal 
that recovery should be done through the courts and not by back-door methods, 
and Mr Mugabe responded by interjecting: "That's right." 


The Minister of Finance, Senator Enos Nkala, told the House: "The Treasury will 
henceforth initiate certain measures to try to recover some of the money over 
which it feels it was cheated by J.J.M. Holdings or any other company which had 
unduly benefited by taking advantage of a difficult situation. 


"So, without letting the cat out of the bag, I am going to go into the necessary 
Measures that Government may feel appropriate in order to recover the money that 
was paid +o certain companies under dishonest circumstances," he added amid 
applause

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CZL PRESIDENT WARNS AGAINST MAJOR CHANGES IN LNDUSTRY

[Text] Any decision to bring radical and immediate changes in industry could 
have catastrophic effect on the national economy, Mr Reg Sampson, President of 
the Confederation of Zimbabwe Induetries, warned here yesterday. 


It was “absolutely essential" that every possible method be found to impress on 
the population, the industrial worker, foreign countries and investors, a con- 
fidence in industry, based on practical, non-political and non-ideological think- 


ing. 


Each year about 160,000 work-seekers came on to the market and industry had to 
expand to do its share in absorbing then. 


He told Bulawayo Rotary Club that Government realized industry's importance to 
the economic welfare of the country, and had set up a special Ministry for 
Industry and Energy Development. 


"Industry should be consulted at the highest level of economic planning, and we 
are ready to give all the support, and make available all our expertise, to the 
new Minister,” he said. 


Development of industry was dependent on Government allocating the necessary 
foreign exchange for raw materials. Every dollar of foreign exchange allocated 
to industry added about $1,30 to the national income, he said. 


Other beneficial effects were increased domestic output and more employment, 
enabling the country to double the quantity of goods it could obtain by com 
parison with the same amount of foreign exchange spent on direct imports. 


"It appears highly unlikely industry will be to supply during 1981 the goods 
needed internally to meet the fantastic demand created by rising living standards 
and the injection of vast sums of money into the economy. 


"This is a classic ingredient for inflation. The highest possible priority for 
non-capital foreign exchange must, therefore, go to the productive sectors-- 
agriculture and industry. 
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"We have no quarrel with the aims anc ambitions of the Government to improve 

the people's standard of living, but the highest priority in a poor country such 
as ours, is to earn the money to do it. This can only be done through the 
productive sectors." 


Referring to the removal of the sales tax refund, the 5 percent export incen- 
tive, the 15 percent investment allowance on new plant and industrial build- 
ings, and the increased tax surcharge from 10 to 15 percent, Mr Sampson said 
these moves will be seen overseas as further disincentives to invest in industry. 


He said the confederation was apprehensive that overall discipline in the public 
and private sectors may be slowly eroding. 


"In industry this means that standards will drop, production will suffer and 
efficiency will fall. 


"The confederation's opinion is that it is absolutely vital that economic priofi- 


ties are established: not only established, but maintained against the pressures 
that will undoubtedly arise from all sectors," he said.

The spokesman described last year's "limited" manpower survey, based on applica- 
tions and personal details submitted from Zimbabweans at home and abroad as 
having been designed to identify manpowe. resources and requirements in the 
public and private sectors. 


A further purpose of that survey had been to urge exiled Zimbabweans to return. 


The spokesman said a gratifying aspect of the manpower survey launched this 
week was the strong support it had received from the private sector, including 
the Confederation of Zimbabwe Industries, the Chamber of Mines, and the 
Associated Chamber of Commerce of Zimbabwe. 


The spokesman referred to a Zimbabwe manpower report compiled by the British 


Commonwealth Secretariat before independence. The report noted there were 
thought to be 6,000 to 8,000 Zimbabweans on courses or who had completed higher 


education in 1979. 
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These students, mainly from colleges and higher education inatitutions in 
Burope, verious African countries, the United States and the Soviet Union, formed 
a “erucial reservoir" of skille in addition to those resident inside Zimbabwe, 


the report said, 


An inventory ef these trained Zimbabweans was an essential condition for com 
prehensive manpower planning and policy, the spokesman said. 


The purpose of the current national manpover survey was to provide a framework 
within which all these Zimbabweans could be mobilized with a greater awareness 
of, and involvement in, the affairs of Zinbabvwe. 

The spokesman said the programme of mobi)ization would go a long way to hampering 


the possibilicy--"s0 h gh at present"=-that the educated people would frustrate 
progressive change.

NDU SPLIT--A power struggle between the National Democratic Union president, 

Mr Henry Chihota, and the chairman, Mr Kingsley Muskwe, is expected to dominate 
the party congress in Salisbury next week. Mr Muskwe is understood to be 
rallying support to oust the president, but the NDU publicity secretary, 

Mr David Chitumba, would say only that a major reshuffle in the central committee 
was the main item on the congress agenda. The NDU failed to gain a single seat 
in both the 1979 and the pre-independence elections last year. It is due to 
hold its congress on Wednesday.

CATTLE SALES--Peasant farmers sold 42,910 of their cattle at Government-organized 
auctions last year. This was almost twice the total they sold in 1979. But the 
1979 total was the lowest for six years, Mr F G Kendrick, cattle sales officer 
for the African Development Fund, said yesterday. In 1974 peasant farmers 
brought 108,261 cattle to the sales. Then, because of the war, the numbers 
dropped. In 1976, 67,641 were sold by auction at Government salepens, and 6,811 
by permit. In 1977 the total sold by these two means was 56,652. "In 1979 we 
hit our low: 21,615 at auction sales and possibly 200 by permit,” Mr Kendrick 
said. “So, from the 1980 figures, things are improving. "We have renovated our 
salepens and had the scales repaired. Prices are better than they were. We are 
hoping the upward trend will continue." However, his own opinion was there was 
no great inducement for the peasant farmers to sell their cattle this year. “I 
think people will want to build up their herds. And as they have had an issue 
of fertilizer and seed, and are getting free dipping and schooling, it seems to 
me they do not have a pressing need for cash. Their need is for food." [Text]

AFRICAN FARMERS-~African farmers are being encouraged to form their own companies 
to increase their collateral security so that they can purchase commercial land. 
In an interview with Cattle World, Mr Gary Magadzire, president of the Zimbabwe 
National Farmers’ Union, urged African farmers to form themselves into companies 
of three or four to buy commercial land. “This adventure should undoubtedly put 
more of you on to commercial land than we have seen in 1980," he said. To date 
there are slightly more than 50 ZNFU members in what were European farming areas. 
Mr Magadzire said this was a result of the lack of funds. “The majority of our 
members who applied for long-term loans last year did not qualify as they did 
not hold sufficient collateral security or knowledge (of farming)." He said it 
was important that any successful combinations will have to be between people 
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who know and trust each other, and have the same objectives. ‘The arrangement 
needs very careful consideration and planning, but I would say it is a very 
worthwhile venture indeed." He also told farmers that they had a responsibility 
to the Government and to the nation as a whole to produce food. "Zimbabwe is 
fortunate in that it has the natural resources as well as the human resources, 
which, if exploited to advantage, could make it the central production unit of 
Africa. “This calls for your undivided attention and dedication in the field of 
agricultural production,” he said.

PROVINCIAL AUTHORITLES--Provincial authorities are there to stay and the Govern- 
ment has no intention of abolishing them, the Minister of Local Government and 
Housing, Mr Eddison Zvobgo, said yesterday. He told about 30 delegates at the 
26th meeting of the Mashonaland East Provincial Authority at Seke Chiefs' Hall 
near Salisbury that the Government felt provincia) authorities should carry on 
but should have on their boards elected chairmen of district councils. "We have 
to reconstitute provincial authorities speedily, in a manner which does not 

beat them against district councils,” he said. Mr Zvobgo said local government 
institutions were vital for the progress and development of the people because 
they were daily in touch with the needs of the population they served. "We must 
democratize all local government institutions in the country. In other words, 
all black and white Zimbabweans living in the urban areas must together elect 
the local government institution." This would provide for a uniform system of 
local government. Stressing that provincial authorities did not have legisla- 
tive powers, Mr Zvobgo said they would act as a "conduit" through which Govern- 
ment funds and effort would be funnelled. Prospects of tenure and promotion 
were guaranteed for employees. Present at the meeting were chairmen of seven 
district councils in Sipolilo, Muzarabani, Chiweshe, Fushinga, Mount Darwin, 
Bindura and Shamva, who now sit on the board of the Mashonaland East Provincial

OUSTER OF DEFENSE MINISTER--In a Ziana report from the House of Assembly yester- 
day it was incorrectly stated that Mr William Irvine (RF, Marlborough) called for 
the abolition of the post of Minister of Defense. What Mr Irvine was in fact 
recommending was the abolition of the civil service post of Secretary for Defense. 
Mr Irvine is recorded in Hansard as saying: "We have got a Minister of Defense 
and the Prime Minister among his many other duties is also Minister of Defense. 

I ask why do we have a Ministry of Defense? I believe it is totally unnecessary. 
I believe that to interpose a civilian as head of the Ministry, a Grade X offi- 
cial, between the head of the army and the head of the air force and the Minister 
of Defense is totally unnecessary. He only acts in many instances as a message 
boy, and the generals of the army pay scant attention to what he says to then. 
They still go their own way. "In many other countries the Minister of Defense 
and the army chiefs, and the air force chiefs for that matter, are in direct 
contact, and I believe this is a fundamental difficulty that the Prime Minister 
faces and that is that he has got to work through civlians in dealing with the 
Army."

MASHONALAND MP CANDIDA™E--ZANU (PF) is expected to nominate Mr Moton Malianga, 
the Deputy Minister of Economic Planning and Development, to become one of its 
six MPs for Mashonaland Central.

BATTERY CASINGS PLANT--A $1 million factory for making battery casings will be 
built in Salisbury this year, improving the country's foreign exchange reserves 
by $500,000 in its first year of operation. Chloride is building a plant capable 
of producing 25,000 rubber motor vehicle casings a year, 80 percent of the coun- 
try's requirements. Exports will go to Zambia, Malawi and possibly Mozambique 
and Zaire. Mr Keith Beaver, the general manager, says foreign currency earnings 
will grow by 2 percent a year. The foreign currency content of the project is 
almost $500,000, but this will be paid back within a year. Three-quarters of 

the raw material for the casings will come from within the country. [Text]
